Is it. a .'coyote or a fox, that 
is the question. 

The animal In question was 
trapped by Al Hiforlng, tit. 
2, Antioch, on bis father's 
farm. The farm is on Bottle 
173 about- a mile and a half 
east of Antioch. 

The animal bus been exam- 
ined by. several game war- 
dens and outdoorsmen and 
the concensus is, it's a coyote. 
The surprising Hung Is that 
n coyote has never been seen 
in this area. 

Al Elfcring caught the 'ani- 
mal in a trap lie had set for 
fox. The fox-trapping is 
mainly a hobby. Ho found 
the animal in a trap last 
Wednesday morning. It was 
caught by, a front foot, and 
growled like a dog when he 
aprnaehed. lie had to .kill it 
to remove it from the' trap. 
■ Elfcriug pointed out that 
the animal had been caught 
in a- (rap some time previous- 
ly—some toes of the other 
front foot' were gone and the 
wound had healed. 

The animal weighs aboul 
20 pounds. The hair on the 
legs is a reddisli color, the 
rest of the body a thill grey- 
ish-light brown, it's a female, 
the tail Is shorter than that 
of a fox, and. lacks tlie black 
tip characteristic of fox.

Harry Novoteny, game war- 
den, said he thought it was a 
gray fox. then later changed 
his mind and declared he 
thought. It was a coyote. 

Lloyd Lcablc, game war- 
den,, said "coyote." So did 
Dick Kay, Antioch, who said 
he had seen many coyotes in 
South Dakota. 

- Now the question is, how 
and wiiy did the animal get 
to this area? The nearest 
area that, harbors the beasts 
is Northern Wisconsin. How- 
ever, Al pointed out, It's not 
so long since deer were un- 
heard of iii this area. Now 
they're common. Arc the 
coyotes' following the deer in 
their move-to thickly inhab- 
ited areas? Tlie fawn of deer 
arc a favorite food of coyotes. 

Coyotes which may stray 
Id the area won't get as warm 
a- welcome as tlie deer, how- 
ever. The coyotes arc sheep- 
killers, and not above snatch- 
ing a chicken.

Probably. the magnitude of the probleln'of 
the. increasing pollution, and the vevy high cost 
of doing anything about it, is one of the main rea- 
sons little progress has been made in this area. As 
usual, in areas where local governments fail to 
move, the federal government is getting ready to 
take a hand. 

President Johnson is, asking Congress for 
strong measures to combat pollution. And in the 
matter of basic needs, this program "should come 
before a great many others. It will do little good 
to beautify an America that, is steeped in filth. 
What use to set' aside parklands when fish can- 
not live in the dirty water of our lakes and rivers, 
when streams are so.polluted.no one would in- 
tentionally swim in them? •

Perhaps, with the immense resources of the 
federal government, research can get under way 
which will find a method of disposal of sewage 
arid industrial wastes without prohibitive ex- 
pense. Once. that's, accomplished, local govern- 
ments can carry on the work that surely must be

The words of Nathan Hale, . 
Paul Revere, Patrick Henry, 
George Washington; Benja- 
min Franklin, and countless - 
other patriots have been qui- 
etly sneaked but of our text- _ 
books. In a recent survey 
of books published before 
1020 and those published lal- * 
er, it .was noted that' Nathan.

Today we still have a 
choice. We can keep our soils 
intact.

We can 
instill in our people a -sense 
of pride and a spirit of pa- 
triotism. It will take time and 
effort.. Rut' with the future 
of our nation and the world 
at stake, we must not falter.

Four Oakwood Knolls resi- 
dents were at the board meet- 
ing, to complain about, dogs 
running loose in the subdivi- 
sion and asked -_ that somi> 
thing be done about it.

Toft advised the residents 
to sign complaints — when 
they were sure who owned 
the dogs, and said they would 
try to find .a more efficient 
way to enforce the dog-licens- 
ing ordinance. He pointed 
out that it is Illegal to allow 
dogs to run at large, and that 
a $200 fine can be assessed 
against any owner who does. 
Chief Heick said he has im- 
pounded all the dogs he 
could catch and that owners 
must pay $5 impoundment 
fee plus $1.50 a day board to 
reclaim the dog. 

Wayne Ericksen of Little 
Silver Lake asked that resi- 
dents of the subdivision he 
represented be notified if any 
further permits for use of 
the garbage dump belonging 
to HOD Disposal are asked 
for. Residents fear tile ex- 
tension of the dump too close 
to, their subidi vision, he said, 
and pollution and odors from 
the dump.

Should you feel free, to 
telephone your doctor for 
medical advice? -

come a telephone call when 
you aren't feeling well, but 
he'll expeel .you to use some 
'discrimination in calling.- If, 
for example, you have a stom- 
ach upset following an eve- 
ning on the town, think twice 
before calling. When ' you 
have a legitimate reason for 
calling*, however, give an ac- 
curate description of your 
trouble so be can decide if 
he is urgently needed or may 
defer -seeing you. : 

If you're moving to a new 
locality, should yuu ask your 
doctor to release your medi- 
cal records to another physi- 
cian'.' 

Yes, 'most doctors will re- 
lease medical records for 
transfer lo another physician. 
However, there may be some 
question about the release of 
x-rays! as these are usually 
the property of the radiolo- 
gist. If asked, however, he 
may loan them for a reason- 
able length .of lime lo your 
new physician.

This, of course, should 
he avoided for the pussy ma- 
wilh the condition. can Jodge 
beneath fingernails, or on the 
fingers, yielding another 
source for transmission of 
the causative germs. 

Fingernails should be kept, 
short and clean. Pillowslips 
should be changed frequently 
and laundered apart from 
oilier linen*. " Underclothing 
or clothing which is in con- 
tact wilh the .skin should be 
handled wilh great care. 

In I he care of contagious 
impetigo, tbe scab-like crusts 
are removed and Hie smooth, 
led, moist skin beneath is 
carefully treated wilh an 
antiseptic. Very often, one 
of the antibiotic, drugs is em- 
ployed and, frequently — in 
stubborn eases — Ihe x-ray is 
used. Willi proper care, the 
condition may be cleared up 
within a few days lo a few 
weeks. 

Since Ihe pre veil I ion of dis- 
ease is everyone's aim, wise 
is the parent who teaches* the 
child' early habits id' good 
hygiene. ...Remember, one 
ease of 'contagious impeligo 
can cause an outbreak in an 
entire family. or a school..

Mother's Fault 

'Mothers, •' you are not to 
blame if your ncw-borii baby 
develops colic. This news 
comes from Dr. Jack L. Para- 
dise-, pediatrician of theBel- 
laire Clinic, llellaire, Ohio. 
Dr. Paradise told colleagues 
attending a recent meeting 
in Chicago of the American 
Acodemy of Pediatricians 
that in, a study or 146 mothers 
and their. ncw-borns he could 
find little evidence' that the 
emotional stale, intelligence, 
education, or attitudes of 
mothers caused babies to get 
colic. . 

Some infants got il al- 
though their mothers were 
"cheerful nonworricrs," the 
doctor noted. Other babies 
whose mothers were quite 
anxious did not get it.' Nor 
did colic seem- related to 
nausea during pregnancy 
disappointment w i t h the 
baby's sex, maternal age or 
parental allergy. He urged 
physicians to. dispel such er- 
roneous, not ions so as to re- 
lieve the new mother's anx- 
iety.

'Evening courses 
arc a steadily growing draw- 
ing card, This year, 120 
adults attend the various 
classes offered at night. One 
of the most popular Is, the 
GED course,- a course that 
offers a certificate equal to 
a high 'school diploma (o 
adults who complete the re- 
quirements. 

On the one hand, wo have 
the problem of high school 
dropouts, fed up with school 
and heedless 'of adult advice 
that they should stick it out. 
and get their high, school 
diploma. , : . 

. On the other -side of the 
scale, we have a group' of 
working adults, busy moth- 
ers, and fathers; squeezing- a 
few evening -hours weekly 
into their busy, schedule to 
•go back to. "school 'nrui get inivj 
.equivalency- certificate to fill 
tlie long-felt want for, the, 
high, school diploma so -light-' 
ly tossed away by many of 
today's students, -■' 

Many of the 20 taking the 
General Education Develop-. 
merit course at Antioch lllgli 
school were drop-outs in their- 
day. Marriage or a job lured 
them from, school, or they 
were just sick of it. Some 
of the older-ones left school 
when :a high school ^diploma 
wasn't so important asrit is 
iiow. , Of during the^depres- 
slon, when every dollar that 
could be earned was im- 
portant. . 

All have one thing in com- 
mon — they want that -certifi- 
cate that says they have the 
equivalent of a high school 
education, They'll take a 
test when they finish this 
course, If. they pass, they'll 
get an ' equivalency certifi- 
cate. It's not a bona fide 
high school diploma, but pros- 
pective employers will gen- 
erally accept it in lieu of one. 
Ages of cnrqllees range 
from «20 to 55- years. None 
wanted their names used in 
a newspaper article, nor their 
pictures taken. In short, they 
didn't care to advertise the 
Tact that they hadn't com- 
pleted high school normally. 
However, almost all of them 
were more than willing to 
talk about why they were 
.back studying, and to discus!}- 
llie irritating roadblock that' 
lack of a high school cV.ploma 
threw in their paths in the 
search for a job they wanted.

Dear Mrs. B;: 

The term ''White Paper" 
has no official standing in 
the United States, but from 
time to time has been used 
informally to refer to publi- 
cations, both • documentary 
and . narrative, of a 'signifi- 
cant ly revealing nature par- 
ticularly with respect to .ne- 
gotiations or other political 
developments which were not 
immediately a matter of pub- 
lic record. We have no in- 
formation as to when the 
term was first used In this 
informal way to refer to a 
publication of the United 
States Government. 

There has' been British 
usage of the term for more 
than a hundred years. In Its 
original or basic . meaning, 
"White Paper" refers to one 
of a scries of British parlia- 
mentary publications bound 
in white paper covers. .A 
dictionary of the "American 
Language" defines "White 
Paper" as "an official gov- 
ernment report on some sub- 
ject, of less importance or 
less complete than that treat-

scale program, to. test whether 
an electronic machine can 
aid doctors in detecting 
heart troubles in children. 

The program, which will 
take six months and involve 
10,000 elementary students 
in nine Chicagoland schools, 
is under the direction of Dr. 
Robert A. Miller, director of 
cardiology at Cook . County 
Children's Hospital.- 

If the device proves effec- 
tive, it would be used on a 
massive scale among -high 
school and elementary school 
students to find heart disease 
cases that normally go unde- 
tected, Dr. Miller said. 

The- problem wllli mass 
screening programs in the 
past was that they were loo 
costly and too slow, he said. 
Each patient had to be ex- 
amined by a doctor. 

The new electronic device, 
which weighs 17 pounds and 
is about the size of an attache 
case, is operated by a tech- 
nician and instantly identifies 
normal and abnormal sounds. 
Then, only those children 
with abnormal heart sounds 
would he examined by a doc- 
tor. The entire procedure 
takes but a few minutes. - 

For the current program 
to test the validity of the ma- 
chine, however, each* child 
will also be screened by two 
pediatric cardiologists who 
will then-compare ihejr diag- 
nosis wi'h that of the ma- 
chine The 13 cardiologists 
who have volunteered their 
time for this project are asso- 
ciated with Cook Counly Chil- 
dren's Hospital, Children's

."Cold" pressure is the 
reading taken when the tire 
is cold, 'preferably in the 
morning before the car has 
gone more than a few blocks' 
at low speed, tiie Goodyear 
store manager said. 

Motorists can gel the rec- 
ommended cold pressure fig- 
ures for their tires in the 
handbooks that come with 
their cars, from their auto 
dealers, or from tire dealers.
